Applicant reiterates the same argiunents as those in the previous correspondence filed on 
06/03/2002 which was not persuasive. Examiner contends that the cited references meet the 
claim limitations as stated in the final rejection. 

Applicant argues that no suggestion exists that spool print data is converted into the files 
and fidnction keys, (Remarks, page 2, lines 19-20) 

In response, Applicant is arguing the disclosure of the invention, not the claim limitation 
"spool print data is converted into the files and function keys. " is not claim in the invention. 

Applicant aruges that Takeda does not teach inversely converting the edited display data 
into a structure of spool print data, but contends that page 7, lines 14-19 of the APA does. 
However, Applicant submits that the APA does not suggest such a feature, (Remarks, page 3, 
lines 5-8) 

In reponse. Examiner contends that Takeda and APA both show inversely converting the 
edited display data into a structure of spool print data. Takedat teaches the edited display data 
(editing and previewing are displayed on the display unit; col.9, lines 9-17) and APA teaches 
converting the display data into a structure of spool print data (converts a data based on a print 
request . . . into a print control of a structure which can be read by the printing device; 
Background of the Invention; page 1, lines 14-19).
